Memo  from  President  Orr 


In  memory  of  Ross  E.  Templeton 


OSS  E.  Templeton,  an  outstanding  alumnus  of 
Presbyterian  College,  died  on  June  3  after 
several  years  of 
declining  health.  His  death 
brings  to  a  close  more  than  30 
years  of  active  involvement  as 
an  avid  supporter  of  Presbyte- 
rian College  athletics. 

A  native  of  Owings.  S.C., 
Ross  Templeton  was  a  gifted 
salesman  who  began  his  career 
in  1924  with  Field  Enterprises, 
the  publishers  of  the  World 
Book  Encyclopedia.  After 
personally  selling  more  than 
5,500  sets  of  Wodd  Book,  he 
became  the  sales  manager  for 
the  Carolinas  division  in  1936. 
His  Charlotte-based  division 
was  consistently  a  leader 
among  the  40  divisions  of  the 
company  until  his  retirement  in 
1968  as  senior  assistant  vice 
president. 

Ross  Templeton 
was  honored  by  his  ■— 

alma  mater  in  many         II 
different  ways.  He 
was  a  recipient  of  the       i 

Alumni  Gold  P  ''  

Award  in  1957  and 

the  Alumni  Service  Award  in  1962.  In  1966  he  was 
given  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Humanities  degree.  For 
19  years  he  served  as  a  faithful  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  until  poor  health  caused  him  to  resign  in 
September  1986. 

As  I  have  reviewed  the  correspondence  within  the 
President's  Office,  it  appears  that  Ross  began  to 
actively  support  PC  athletics  in  a  big  way  in  the 
1950s.  In  1960  at  a  critical  time  he  led  a  successful 
fund-raising  effort  for  athletic  scholarship  funds 
within  the  Waller  Johnson  Club  and  soon  became 
president  of  that  organization.  Dr.  Marshall  Brown, 
upon  his  retirement  as  PC's  13th  president  in  1963, 
praised  Ross  Templeton  for  his  dedication  of  time 
and  money  to  assist  the  development  of  the  college

a  great  and  good  friend  of  PC 

athletic  program.  Similar  words  of  praise  also  came 
many  times  from  President  Marc  Weersing.  In  the 
mid-1970s  a  new  physical 
education  center  constructed 
at  the  east  end  of  the  campus 
was  named  for  Ross  in 
appreciation  for  his  many 
years  of  strong  support.  His 
generous  benefactions 
continued  as  he  made  possible 
many  other  physical  additions 
such  as  lighted  tennis  courts, 
a  new  press  bo,\  for  Bailey 
Stadium,  a  new  facility  for 
use  by  visiting  athletic  teams, 
a  new  athletic  van,  an  athletic 
office  computer  and  copier, 
new  scoreboards  and  many 
other  improvements.  He  also 
established  a  scholarship  fund 
which  bears  his  name  and 
annually  assists  athletes 
attending  PC. 

A  direct  man  of  strong 
convictions,  Ross 
Templeton  was 
always  convinced 
that  Presbyterian 
College  was  best 
served  by  a  com- 
petitive, well- 
balanced  athletic  program.  The  success  of  our 
current  program  is  built  on  the  foundation  of  his 
devotion  as  a  loyal  alumnus,  avid  fan,  generous 
benefactor  and  talented  trustee.  We  will  always 
honor  him  as  "one  of  the  giants"  who  served 
Presbyterian  College  so  well  for  so  long. 

I  extend  my  deepest  sympathy  to  his  wife, 
Joyce,  and  to  other  members  of  his  family  and 
express  my  profound  gratitude  for  knowing  this 
oreat  and  eood  friend  of  Presbvterian  Colleoe.

The  Campaign  lor  Presbyterian  College 


resbyterian  College  has  successfully  completed  a  $1  mil- 
lion challenge  grant  in  its  "Building  From  Strength" 
capital  campaign  and  now  turns  to  the  final  phase,  the 
Alumni  Drive,  to  meet  the  $30  million  goal. 

The  campaign  total  now  exceeds  $24  million. 

The  challenge,  which 
had  been  issued  by  an  anony-  ' 
mous  foundation  in  Atlanta, 
stipulated  that  in  order  for 
PC  to  claim  the  $1  million 
grant  it  had  to  raise  $2  mil- 
lion —  $500,000  toward  a 
capital  improvement  en- 
dowment and  $1.5  million 
toward  new  dormitory  con- 
struction. 

Dr.  Ted  Brown,  vice 
president  for  financial  devel- 
opment, said  that  the  funds  for  dormitory  construction —  specifi- 
cally, the  new  women's  residence  hall  complex,  which  was 
completed  in  1989  —  required  an  extraordinary  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  college's  fund-raisers. 

"Never  has  the  word  'challenge  grant'  been  more  appropri- 
ate." Dr.  Brown  said.  "We  really  had  to  mount  a  campaign  within 
a  campaign  to  get  this  challenge  completed.  But  in  doing  so,  we 
feel  as  much  a  sense  of  accomplishment  as  we  have  from 
anything  achieved  in  the  'Building  From  Strength'  campaign  — 
especially  when  we  walk  on  the  east  plaza  and  see  how  beauti- 
fully the  new  residence  hall  complex  fits  in  to  the  overall  campus 
and  realize  the  service  it  has  already  provided  during  the  past 
academic  year  and  during  the  ongoing  summer  programs." 

The  women's  residence  hall  complex,  built  at  a  cost  of  $3 
million,  features  two  76-bed  dormitories  on  either  side  of  an 
adjoining  commons  building.  One  of  the  dorms  has  been  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  inventor  Carl  C.  Gromes.  The  other  dorm 
remains  unnamed  at  this  time.  Dr.  Brown  said,  and  funds  will 
continue  to  be  solicited  toward  that  end. 

Gifts  have  been  received  to  name  the  commons  building,  he 
added,  with  an  announcement  pending  the  review  and  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  college  now  enters  the  Alumni  Drive  —  the  final  phase

of  the  six-year  "Building  From  Strength"  campaign.  An  organi- 
zational meeting  was  held  at  the  college  on  June  20,  bringing  the 
steering  committee  together  to  discuss  plans  and  strategies. 

Hugh  Jacobs  '41  of  Clinton  is  serving  as  Alumni  Drive 
chairman. 

"Let's  face  it,  part  of  us  has  always  been  right  here  at 
PC."  Jacobs  told  the  steering  committee.  "Never  having 
left  PC,  I'm  luckier  than  most  of  you,  and  now  1  have 
become  part  of  the  team,  something  I  guess  I've  always 
wanted  —  that  and  a  block  P  sweater. 

"After  retirement  1  did  a  brief  stint  in  county  politics 
and  then  had  the  opportunity  to  join  the  development 
staff  part-time,"  he  said.  "Now  they've  asked  me  to  head 
up  the  Alumni  Drive.  I  feel  like  I've  died  and  gone  to 
heaven."

The  goal  of  the  Alumni  Drive,  organizers  say,  is  to  give  every 
alumnus  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  capital  campaign, 
specifically  through  32  city  campaigns  and  related  at-large  ef- 
forts. 

The  two-year  drive  will  conclude  the  "Building  From 
Strength"  campaign  on  June  30,  1992,  and  will,  fittingly,  allow 
the  alumni  to  carry  it  over  its  $30  million  goal. 

"I  believe  we  have  all  caught  a  vision  today  of  the  potential 
for  PC  in  the  Building  From  Strength  campaign,"  Hugh  Jacobs 
said  in  closing  the  organizational  meeting.  "Good  things  are 
already  happening.  We  can  see  the  results  all  around  us.  It's 
obvious  a  lot  of  people  have  been  working,  including  some  of  you 
—  and  now  we  are  down  to  the  last  lap." 


Publication  heralds  progress  of  'Guardians'  program  for  college 


In  1972,  Irene  Dillard  Elliott  honored  the  memory  of  her  late 
husband,  Charles  Bell  Elliott,  who  had  been  a  distinguished 
attorney  and  profes.sor  of  law  at  the  University  of  South 
Carolina,  and  of  her  late  grandfather,  James  Henry  Dillard,  M.D. 

She  did  it  by  becoming  a  Guardian  of  Presbyterian  College, 
setting  up  the  Dillard-Elliott  Scholarship  Fund.  It  began  with  an 
initial  $100  contribution,  but  she  had  provided  for  additional 
contributions  of  securities  and  cash  through  a  provision  in  her 
will. 

Nearly  20  years  after  its  establishment  —  and  after  hundreds 
of  students  have  benefitted  from  it  —  the  Dillard-Elliott  Schol- 
arship Fund  now  has  a  value  of  $426,182. 

That  is  just  one  of  the  success  stories  of  the  college's 
Guardians  program,  which  offers  individuals  the  chance  to 
assure  the  future  strength  of  PC  through  provisions  in  their  wills. 
The  name  itself.  Guardians,  acknowledges  the  manner  in  which 
bequests  safeguard  and  protect  the  quality  and  character  of 


Presbyterian  College. 

"No  group  is  more  closely  associated  to  the  future  strength 
of  the  college  than  the  Guardians  are,"  said  Dr.  Ted  Brown,  vice 
president  for  financial  development.  "By  making  provisions  in 
their  wills  and  estate  plans.  Guardians  will  underwrite  future 
scholarship  endowments,  faculty  support  programs,  building 
projects  and  other  worthwhile  programs. 

"Just  as  the  title  of  a  recent  Guardians  publication  says,  they 
are  'shaping  tomorrow  with  decisions  today.'" 

That  booklet,  which  was  mailed  this  summer  to  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  college,  includes  a  number  of  options  for  such 
bequests;  legacies,  specific  bequests,  residuary  bequests,  bequests 
to  PC's  pooled  income  fund,  bequests  to  charitable  remainder 
trusts,  testamentary  charitable  trusts  or  contingent  bequests.

PC  cited  as  'character  building'  college 


Presbyterian  College  has  been  named  to  the  1990  John 
Templeton  Foundation  Honor  Roll  for  Character  Build- 
ing Colleges  and  Universities. 
The  honor  roll,  published  for  the  first  time  in  1 989,  recognizes 
schools  that  promote  the  development  of  strong  moral  character 
and  intellect  among  its  students.  Colleges  were  chosen  for  the 
award  based  on  nominations  from  presidents  and  development 
directors  of  the  1.465  private  and  public  four-year  accredited 
institutions  of  higher  education  in  the  United  States. 

John  M.  Templeton,  an  investment  adviser,  philanthropist  and 
former  Rhodes  Scholar,  created  the  honor  roll  upon  the  belief  that 


America's  educational  institutions  are  the  pillars  that  form  the 
foundation  for  our  national  character. 

"The  102  schools  from  32  states  highlighted  on  the  honor  roll 
this  year  deserve  to  be  recognized  by  both  prospective  students 
and  by  their  sister  schools  for  their  achievement  in  this  area," 
Templeton  said.  "It  is  the  hope  of  the  foundation  that  all  univer- 
sities and  colleges  will  aspire  to  join  the  ranks  of  honor  roll 
schools  by  consciously  instilling  integrity  and  value  judgment 
into  the  educational  experiences  of  students  on  their  campuses." 
Last  year  the  foundation  gave  PC  an  honorable  mention 
citation.

The  purpose  of  the  program,  which  runs  from  May  2 1  to  Aug. 
2,  is  to  bring  future  leaders  of  the  United  States  and  the  Common- 
wealth countries  together  to  study  the  British  political  process 
and  gain  some  insight  into  their  own  societies. 

"It  is  hoped  that  students  chosen  to  be  Hansard  Scholars  will 
become  better  fitted  for  leadership  in  their  future  professions  and 
that  over  the  years  they  will  as  a  group  make  a  distinctive 
contribution  to  good  government  and  international  understand- 
ing," Hansard  Society  officials  stated. 

Cole  is  the  third  student  to  be  named  a  Hansard  Scholar  from 
Presbyterian  College  since  1988.

Friends  of  Mrs.  Edmunds  and 
other  specially  invited  guests  will 
attend  a  dedication  dinner  for  the 
new  facility  in  nearby  Jacobs  Hall 
prior  to  Ms.  Peters"  evening  per- 
formance of  classical  music. 

The  opening  night  concert  will 
kick  off  a  series  of  events  to  take 
place  in  the  new  facility  during  the 
1990-91  academic  year.  The  fine 
arts  lecture  and  concert  series, 
which  begins  in  October,  will  give 
PC  students  and  the  general  pub- 
lic a  chance  to  view  Edmunds 

Hall.  While  Belk  Auditorium  will  still  be  used  for  larger  events, 
the  new  recital  hall  with  its  simple  stage,  12,000  square-foot 
interior  and  342-person  seating  capacity  will  allow  for  a  more 
intimate  atmosphere  for  speakers,  musical  presentations  and 
other  cultural  activities. 

Situated  between  Belk  and  Bailey  Hall,  the  $1.7  million  fine 
arts  facility  is  in  keeping  with  the  colonial  Georgian  architectural 
style  of  the  campus  with  four  limestone  columns  and  glass  doors 
marking  its  exterior.  In  addition  to  the  main  auditorium,  the

building  features  an  elegant  lobby  area  suitable  for  receptions  as 
well  as  a  kitchenette,  dressing  room,  waiting  room,  storage  area 
and  five  chandeliers  appearing  in  the  lobby  and  main  hallways. 
The  auditorium  contains  flesh-painted  walls,  navy  curtains 
and  blue  sound  panels.  The  seats,  situated  in  a  slanted  arrange- 
ment, are  covered  with  navy  and  garnet  woven  material  to  create 
a  mauve  appearance. 

Construction  on  Edmunds  Hall  began  in  February  of  1989  and 
is  expected  to  be  fully  completed  by  early  August. 


Academic  grants  awarded  for  coming  school  year 


s  a  result  of  the  1990  academic  scholarships  competi- 
tion. Presbyterian  College  awarded  its  two  annual  full- 
cost  Quattlebaum  awards  to  Thomwell  School  valedic- 
torian Kelley  Lynne  Jemigan  of  Clinton  and  Joshua  Bamette 
Elrod  of  Avondale  Estates,  Ga.,  a  graduate  of  Avondale  High 
School. 

These  high  school  seniors  were  chosen  for  these  prestigious 
scholarships,  valued  at  more  than  $50,000  each,  after  participat- 
ing in  the  competition  which  drew  280  students  from  nine  states. 
The  field  was  narrowed  to  139  semi-finalists  and  then  to  15 
finalists  on  the  basis  of  their  high  school  records,  standardized 
test  scores,  extracurricular  activities,  recommendations,  inter- 
views and  leadership  potential. 

Although  the  semi-finalists  were  initially  competing  for  the 
Quattlebaum  award,  they  were  all  offered  scholarships  of  various 
amounts  for  four  years  of  study  at  the  college.

Elise  Kirksey  of  Tucker,  Ga.;  Jessica  Lynn  McCullough  of 
Lawrenceville,  Ga.;  Kimberly  Elaine  Stancil  of  Conyers,  Ga.;

Religion  professor  receives  Sears  award 


George  Wilson  Ramsey  was  Presbyterian  College's  Out- 
standing Professor  of  the  Year  during  the  school '  s  Honors 
Day  ceremony,  held  April  17. 
A  member  of  the  PC  religion  department  since  1968,  Dr. 
Ramsey  was  selected  as  PC's  first  recipient  of  this  new  award 
sponsored  by  the  Sears-Roebuck  Foundation.  In  doing  so,  he  is 
one  of  nearly  700  faculty  members  being  recognized 
nationally  for  resourcefulness  and  leadership  as  a 
private  college  educator. 

Foundation  representative  James  Robertson, 
manager  of  the  Sears-Roebuck  and  Co.  store  in 
Laurens,  presented  Ramsey  with  a  $  1 ,000  check  at 
Honors  Day  in  recognition  of  his  achievement  and 
gave  the  college  a  grant  based  on  student  enrollment. 

In  past  years,  PC  has  recognized  its  faculty  through 
awards  from  the  Alumni  Association,  Board  of  Trust 
ees.  Board  of  Visitors,  Council  for  Advancement  and 
Support  of  Education,  Sigma  Kappa  Alpha  and  other 
organizations.  But  when  PC  was  invited  to  participate 
in  the  Sears-Roebuck  program,  college  officials  de- 
cided to  combine  all  these  honors  into  a  single  Out- 
standing Professor  of  the  Yearaward  with  nominations 
from  Sigma  Kappa  Alpha,  PC's  academic  honor  soci- 
ety. A  committee  composed  of  faculty,  student  bod\ 
and  Alumni  Association  representatives  then  matic 
the  final  selection. 

"Dr.  Ramsey  was  chosen  because  of  the  respect  he 
draws  from  students  and  his  colleagues  and  because  of 
his  overall  integrity  as  a  professor,"  said  J.  William 
Moncrief,  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the 
faculty.  "He  has  contributed  greatly  not  only  to  his  particular 
discipline  but  to  the  quality  of  education  and  academic  programs 
across  the  board  at  PC.  He  also  has  shown  great  concern  for  his 
students  and  dedication  to  his  work." 

As  professor  of  the  year.  Dr.  Ramsey  gave  the  Sigma  Kappa 
Alpha  lecture  at  the  Honors  Day  convocation.  His  speech,  titled 
"Doing  Good  and  Doing  Well,"  urged  students  to  take  the 
college's  motto,  "While  we  live,  we  serve,"  and  make  a  differ- 


ence by  getting  involved  in  worthy  causes.  He  encouraged 
students  to  have  the  courage  to  speak  out  on  those  issues  that 
concern  them. 

Currently  chairman  of  the  department  of  religion,  Greek  and 
philosophy.  Dr.  Ramsey  holds  the  title  of  Kristen  Herrington 
Professor  of  Bible.  A  graduate  of  Davidson  College,  he  came  to

PC  after  receiving  his  master's  and  doctorate  from  Princeton 
University  and  a  B.D.  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia. 

Dr.  Ramsey  has  been  a  frequent  lecturer  and  writer  on  various 
topics  of  religion.  He  has  also  been  active  in  the  community, 
serving  on  the  executive  boards  of  the  Clinton  Family  YMCA 
and  People  Who  Care,  a  local  anti-drug  abuse  organization.  He 
is  also  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Montreat  Conference 
Center,  a  Presbyterian  facility  in  Montreat,  N.C. 


Blue  Hose  makes  application  for  NCAA  Division  II 


Presbyterian  College  and  the  seven  other  members  of  the 
South  Atlantic  Conference  have  applied  for  membership 
in   National   Collegiate  Athletic   Association.   The 
conference's  Council  of  Presidents,  headed  by  PC  president 
Kenneth  B.  Orr,  voted  in  May  to  recommend  the  move  to  NCAA 
from  the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  (NAIA). 
The  Blue  Hose  will  be  applying  for  membership  in  NCAA 
Division  II,  a  move  which  excites  athletic  director  Cally  Gault. 
"The  NCAA  is  geared  toward  conference  participation  more 
than  the  NAIA,"  Gault  said.  National  playoff  competition  in  the 
NCAA,  in  most  cases,  allows  a  conference  champion  to  qualify 
automatically  for  post-season  play. 

Gault  said  there  were  several  other  reasons  why  a  move  to 
NCAA  was  attractive. 

"Even  though  PC  and  the  SAC  have  abided  by  rules  more 
stringent  than  those  of  the  NAIA  and  NCAA,  the  NCAA  has 
requirements  on  things  such  as  facilities,  programs  and  academ- 
ics which  are  more  in  line  with  our  philosophy,"  he  said,  adding 


that  he  believes  PC  will  have  little  trouble  adjusting  to  the 
academic  requirements  of  the  NCAA. 

"PC  has  had  academic  rules  which  are  again  more  rigorous 
than  the  NAIA  or  NCAA,"  Gault  said. 

Rules  dealing  with  recruiting  are  also  different  from  those 
governing  the  NAIA,  the  PC  athletic  director  said.  Alumni  and 
other  athletic  boosters  should  call  Gault  if  they  have  questions 
about  such  guidelines. 

The  NCAA  is  expected  to  act  on  the  application  by  January 
1991,  but  Gault  said  that  it  will  probably  be  two  years  before  PC 
is  a  full  member  of  the  NCAA. 

Until  that  time,  the  Blue  Hose  will  maintain  dual  membership 
in  the  NAIA  and  NCAA,  competing  for  post-season  play  in  the 
NAIA  until  becoming  a  full  NCAA  member.  In  an  effort  to  align 
the  eight  SAC  schools  for  playoff  purposes,  PC  has  moved  out  of 
the  NAIA  District  6  into  District  26  (North  Carolina),  along  with 
Carson-Newman  in  Tennessee,  which  moved  from  District  24, 
They  join  the  other  six  SAC  members  located  in  North  Carolina. 
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A  Most  Capable 
Senior  Class 


Inspired  by  a  sense  of  service,  tine  Class  of  '90  —  led  by  a  remarkable 
Outstanding  Senior  Award-winner  —  prepares  to  make  a  difference

Only  24  hours  earlier, 
he  stood  among  his 
fellow  222  senior 
classmates,  soaking  in 
the  pomp  and  splendor  of  Com- 
mencement at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege. 

Now,  a  day  after  he  had  offi- 
cially become  a  graduate  of  Pres- 
byterian College.  Stephen  Woods 
took  a  deep  breath  and  sank  into 
the  cushions  of  an  easy  chair. 
Using  the  gifts  of  organization 
and  communication  that  propelled 
him  to  top  honors  in  both  his  ma- 
jors of  business  administration  and 
English,  he  attempted  to  bring  the 
events  of  that  day  into  clear  focus 
—  a  day  that  he  and  the  other 
members  ;-f  the  Class  of  1990 
won't  soon  forget. 

Together  they  had  taken  part 
in  the  pageantry  of  a  processional 
down  the  east  plaza,  led  by  two 
Scottish  Highlander  bagpipers. 

They  had  witnessed  the 
awarding  of  honorary  doctorates 
to  three  most  deserving  individu- 
als: Dr.  John  Haddon  Leith,  the 
Pemberton  professor  of  theology 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia;  the  Rev.  William  Henry 
(Hal)  Todd  Jr.,  minister  of  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Dalton, 
Ga.,  and  a  former  member  of  the  PC  Board  of  Trustees;  and 
Richard  Bell,  a  1943  PC  alumnus  now  serving  as  an  associate 
judge  for  the  Georgia  Supreme  Court.

Then,  finally,  they  had  received 
their  degrees  from  Dr.  Frank 
Harrington,  chairman  of  the  PC 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  college 
president  Kenneth  Orr. 

To  be  sure,  this  was  a  most 
capable  class  that  had  distin- 
guished itself  as  few  others  had 
done.  One  Rhodes  Scholar.  Two 
Rotary  International  Scholars. 
Numerous  academic  achievers  and 
overachievers.  Leaders  too  nu- 
merous to  mention. 

"This  is  one  of  the  best  classes 
I've  ever  been  around  at  PC,"  said 
one  professor.  "We  had  some  ex- 
cellent students  in  this  group  — 
truly  outstanding.  In  the  past  three 
of  four  years  we  have  seen  the 
SAT  scores  and  high  school  grade 
point  averages  of  incoming 
freshmen  classes  rising.  I  think 
this  is  probably  the  first  outgoing 
class  that  shows  the  tangible, 
discemable  results  of  those  things. 
It  shows  that  the  college  is  pro- 
gressing." 

Other  faculty  members  ech- 
oed those  sentiments. 

"There  were  more  outstand- 
ing students  in  this  one  class  than 
have  been  the  case  in  some  past 
clas.ses,"  said  Dr.  Neal  Prater,  the 
Charles  A.   Dana  Professor  of 
English  who  joined  the  faculty  in 
1 960.  "You  start  with  ( Rhodes  Scholar)  Suzanne  (Corley )  and  go 
down  the  list.  And  1  think  more  than  that,  this  class  had  more  of 
that  'PC  Spirit."  They  are  individuals  who  work  hard  and  will  do 
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well. 

"I  was  really  quite  impressed  at  the 
reception  held  following  graduation  b\ 
the  number  of  students  who  commented 
on  how  much  their  time  at  PC  had  meant 
to  them  and  how  much  they  were  going  to 
miss  not  being  here." 

Dr.  Fred  Chapman,  the  Robert  M. 
Vance  Professor  of  Economics  and  Busi- 
ness Administration,  has  seen  25  senior 
classes  come  and  go  since  joining  the 
faculty  in  1964  —  with  part  of  that  time 
spent  as  dean  of  the  faculty. 

This  class  impressed  him  in  many 
ways. 

"In  business,  for  instance,"  Dr. 
Chapman  said.  "I  think  we  had  a  higher 
percentage  than  in  past  years  of  students 
already  employed  before  graduation.  And 
there  was  a  greater  amount  of  diversity  in 
where  they  were  going  and  what  they 
would  be  doing." 

One  special  strength,  he  said,  was 
the  level  of  effort  put  forth  in  the  class- 
room. 

"This  class  had  a  work  ethic  that  I'm 
not  sure  the  other  classes  have,"  he  said 
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Stephen  was  not  the  only  member  of  his  family  to  graduate  as  a  PC  honor  student  during 
the  May  6  Commencement  ceremonies.  His  mother.  Marlene.  earned  a  B.S.  in  education, 
graduating  cum  laude. 


"I'm  not  sure,  for 
example,  that  my  sophomores  or  juniors  have  that  same  work 
ethic.  Time  will  tell." 

And  nowhere  was  that  work  ethic,  that  seriousness  of  pur- 
pose, that  drive  to  e.xcel  better  embodied  than  in  the  person  of 
Stephen  Richard  Woods.  From  his  academic  performance  to  his 
campus  leadership  to  his  commitment  to  service,  he  made  the 
most  of  his  opportunities  at  PC.

Now.  on  a  quiet  post-commencement  Monday,  he  was 
trying  to  reflect  on  his  final  days  as  a  student. 

"It"s  been  a  whirlwind."  he  said.  "I've  experienced  a  flood 
of  emotions.  I'm  relieved.  Fm  proud  ...  of  everybody.  It"s  been 
exhilarating.  It's  been  exhausting.  But  all  of  it  has  been  really 
good.  I  was  lucky  enough  not  to  have  exams,  so  1 '  ve  had  a  chance 
to  enjoy  people  in  these  last  days." 

He  certainly  has  made  no  secret  of  how  much  he  enjoyed  PC 

since  returning  home 
to  Clinton  after  a 
freshman  year  spent  at 
Duke  University.  His 
PC  career  was  the 
storybook  saga  of  a 
hometown  college  boy 
making  good.  As  a 
junior  In  1988-89.  he 
co-edited  an  award- 
winning  edition  of  the 
PacSac.  As  a  senior, 
he  displayed  a  polished 
leadership  as  president 
of  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association. 
At  Honors  Day 
held  April  17.  he  was 
named  the  outstanding 
senior  in  economics 
and  business  adminis- 
tration (the  Wall  Street 
Journal  Award ).  one  of 
two  outstanding  se- 
niors in  English,  and, 
ultimately,  the  recipi-

entofPresbyterian  College's  overall  Outstanding  Senior  Award. 

"He  embodied  a  lot  of  those  things  that  made  this  senior 

class  special."  Dr.  Prater  said.  "He  led  the  seniors  well.  One 

excellent  example  is  in  how  he  wanted  to  change  the  Honor  Code, 

strengthen  it  and  put 
more  integrity  in  it."" 

"Stephen  is  prob- 
ably as  good  an  Out- 
standing Senior  recipi- 
ent as  we've  had  in  a 
decade,"  Dr.  Chapman 
said.  ""His  academic 
performance,  his 
double  major  in  busi- 
ness and  English,  his 
diverse  interests  and 
involvement  —  he 
overshadowed  some 
other  very  fine  Out- 
standing Senior  candi- 
dates."" 

It  all  reached  a  peak 
at  the  college"s  107th 
Commencement,  held 
May  6,  when  Stephen 
Woods    earned    his 
bachelor  of  science  de- 
gree,        graduating 
summa  cum  laude. 
During  those  Commencement  exercises,  keynote  speaker 
John  Leith  spoke  of  "Piety  and  Learning,"  praising  the  value  of 
a  liberal  arts  education  in  a  Christian  setting. 

"Liberal  education  always  had  a  profound  respect  for  the  life 

of  the  mind  in  the  service  of  God,""  he  said.  "The  power  of  the 

human  spirit  ought  to  be  enhanced  by  a  liberal  arts  education." 

Stephen,  for  one,  appreciates  that  philosophy  and  how  it  has 

affected  his  education  at  PC. 

"It"s  a  good  day,"  he  said  of  his  new  life  as  an  official  college 
graduate.  "I  know  that  what  I  learned  didn"t  stop  yesterday  at  3:30 
when  I  got  my  diploma.  I  learned  a  tremendous  amount 
about  organization,  delegation,  working  with  people, 
communication,  motivation."" 
And  caring. 

"It  worries  me  that  this  class  might  not  be  service- 
oriented  enough,"'  he  said.  "It"s  the  'me'  attitude.  That 
goes  against  the  ideals  of  the  Honor  Code.  It  goes  against 
the  sense  of  community.  We  should  be  helping  others  just 
to  help  others,  or  giving  to  the  Senior  Gift  (to  create  a 
Class  of  1990  Scholarship  Fund)  just  to  be  giving." 

Yes,  Stephen  Woods  has  a  second  thought  or  two 
about  his  time  at  Presbyterian  College.  He  wishes  he 
would  have  traveled  more  during  his  four  years  —  but  he 
tried  to  remedy  that  immediately  upon  graduating  by 
spending  a  few  weeks  seeing  Europe  with  classmate 
Andrew  Swift.  He  might  have  undertaken  an  extra  project 
here  or  tried  a  different  approach  with  a  project  there. 
Second  thoughts  —  but  no  regrets. 
His  collegiate  career  was  marked  by  a  heightened 
.sensitivity  and  attention  to  detail,  and  he  called  upon 
those  gifts  as  his  time  in  Clinton  neared  an  end. 


"I  had  more  time  to  think  during  the  past  two  weeks,"  he  said. 
"1  had  time  to  get  my  thoughts  together  and  say  some  things  to 
people  that  I  wanted  to  say." 

But  even  such  thoughtful  preparation  could  not  soften  the 
emotional  impact  of  those  final  farewells. 

"I  said  my  goodbyes,  and  that's  when  it  really  hit  me." 
Stephen  said.  "People  in  my  life  who  have  been  everyday  people 
for  the  last  few  years  ...  it  may  be  weeks,  months,  even  years 
before  I  see  some  of  them  again.  And  yet,  something  made  us 
click  when  we  were  together  at  PC,  so  I  know  that  true  friends  will 
pick  it  back  up  as  those  weeks,  months  or  years  pass,  and  it  will 
be  as  fresh  as  today's  friend- 
ships." 

Hal  Todd,  in  his  baccalau- 
reate sermon  given  on  the 
morning  of  May  6,  made  refer- 
ence to  such  meaningful  rela- 
tionships: 

"I  am  sure  that  those  of  you 
who  graduate  today  are  grateful 
for  those  who  taught  you,  who 
counseled  and  advised  and  en- 
couraged you,  for  those  with 
whom  you  have  lived  for  four 
years,  those  with  whom  you  have 
worked  and  played  and  laughed 
and  cried.  It  is  a  day  to  remember 
and  be  grateful.  It  is  a  day  to  give 
thanks  for  the  faith  of  those  who 
trusted  the  promises  of  God, 
promises  confinned  in  Christ.  It 
is  a  day  to  remember  that  the 
faith  with  which  we  travel  into 
the  future  is  rooted  in  the  deeds  of  the  past." 

For  Stephen  Woods,  the  Outstanding  Senior  in  the  Class  of 
1990,  these  memories  are  not  laced  with  melancholy.  Quite  the 
contrary. 

"I'm  not  sad,"  he  said  as  he  began  the  business  of  being  a 
Presbyterian  College  graduate.  "I'm  very  ready  to  try  my  wings."

Lisa  Boyd  knew  that. 

One  look  at  her  resume  as  a  1990  graduate  of  PC  and  it 

becomes  obvious  that  she  lived  up  to  those  expectations.  And 

then  some. 

Omicron  Delta  Kappa. 
Sigma  Kappa  Alpha.  Ac- 
tive in  The  Blue  Stocking. 
including  one  year  as  edi- 
tor. Vice  chairman  of  the 
judicial  council.  Active  in 
Women's  Council.  Two 
degrees  —  a  B.A.  in  En- 
glish and  a  B.S.  in  business 
administration.  She  even 
had  time  to  spend  one  se- 
mester studying  in  London. 
Add  to  that  a  Rotary 
International  Scholarship  to 
attend  the  University  of  Si- 
erra Leonne  in  Africa  dur- 
ing the  1991-92  academic 
year  —  announced  during 
the  final  days  of  her  senior 
year.  At  Sierra  Leone  she 

will  pursue  a  graduate  degree  in  black  literature  with  hopes  of  an 

eventual  doctorate  and  college  professorship. 

Lisa  did,  indeed,  make  the  most  of  her  four  years  of  PC.  But 

to  hear  her  tell  it.  perhaps  the  most  valuable  lessons  learned  had 

to  do  with  responsibility  and  service. 

"I've  been  accused  of  being  an  idealist,  and  I  don't  really

think  that's  too  bad,"  said  the  Covington,  Ga.,  resident  who  will 
begin  her  graduate  studies  at  the  University  of  Tennessee  in  the 
fall.  "There's  got  to  be  some  of  us  like  that.  If  we  don't  hope  for 
a  better  and  more  perfect  world,  then  we  won't  get  it. 

"I  think  one  person  can  make  a  difference.  That's  what  I'm 
hoping  for.  I  think  PC  has  prepared  us  to  do  that  —  from  Dr. 
Ramsey  to  Dr.  Stewart  to  Dr.  Skinner  to  Dr.  James  ...  all  the 
professors  have  prepared  us,  not  only  in  our  course  work  but  to 
help  others.  I  hope  that's  one  thing  that  we  have  learned  at  PC  — 
not  to  always  think  about  ourselves." 

From  mission  trips  to  impoverished  regions  of  Central 
America  to  simple  environmental  awareness  as  a  result  of  the 
campus  observance  of  Earth  Day,  PC  students  get  plenty  of 
opportunity  to  put  service  ahead  of  self.  Lisa  Boyd  envisions 
many  in  the  Class  of  '90  giving  life  to  those  lessons. 

"As  college  graduates  from  a  background  like  PC  who  have 
had  a  focus  on  other  people,  we  can  do  a  lot  more  because  we 
know  what  we  can  do.  We  know  we  can  influence  others."  she 
says.  "I  think  PC  graduates  are  the  ones  who  are  going  to  be 
involved  in  civic  groups  and  in  churches  —  and  hopefully  we'll 
all  choose  worthwhile  professions  where  we  will  help  others  in 
that  respect  as  well. 

"I  think  there  are  a  lot  of  people  in  our  class  who  will  go  out 
on  a  limb  and  try  some  different  things.  Classes  I've  seen  in  the 
past  stick  to  the  straight  road,  but  we  have  a  lot  of  daredevils  and 
a  lot  of  people  who  want  to  take  some  risk  and  do  things  for 
others.  There  are  several  people  who  are  going  into  the  Peace 
Corps,  there's  Suzanne  (Corley )  and  everything  she's  doing,  and 
a  lot  of  us  who  are  very  interested  in  trying  to  do  some  different 
things.

/\sk  Wallace  Bonner  to 
express  his  political  views  and 
you  better  be  prepared  for  a 
long  —  albeit  well-informed 
—  answer. 

The  political  science  and 
history  double  major  can  talk 
circles  around  many  of  his 
contemporaries  in  the  areas  of 
economics,  foreign  policy  and 
social  issues.  Although  he  may 
sound  like  a  young  politician, 
he  doesn't  just  dole  out  re- 
hearsed rhetoric  or  glib  replies. 

He  seems  truly  concerned 
about  problems  facing  the 
Class  of  1990. 

Like  the  environment. 

"This  is  a  decade  where, 
first  and  foremost,  we  have  to  address  environmental  concerns," 
he  says.  "We  all  know  it's  a  concern,  and  it's  a  matter  of 
mobilizing  us  and  utilizing  us  as  a  resource.  We're  a  generation 
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who  doesn't  know  much  about  getting  involved.  The  real  concern 
for  my  generation  is  how  to  get  involved." 

Another  major  worrj'  is  poverty. 

"There  are  increasing  class  differences  in  this  nation,"  he  says. 
"The  poor  are  getting  poorer  and  the  rich  are  getting  richer.  It 
underlies  all  our  political  institutions  that  ail  men  are  created 
equal,  but  this  is  not  a  reality." 

If  Wallace  sounds  like  he's  rehearsing  for  a  part  on  Capitol 
Hill,  it's  because  he  is.  While  not  wanting  to  be  a  full-blown 
politician,  he's  intrigued  with  the  idea  of  behind-the-scenes 
influencing  as  a  lobbyist  or  lawyer. 

"I  came  here  (to  PC)  knowing  that  I  wanted  to  be  a 
political  science  major,"  says  the  avid  Young  Democrat. 
"Politics  is  such  a  dynamic  process.  It's  always  changing. 
It  never  becomes  dull  and  everything  we  do  is  shaped  by 
it." 

Still.  Wallace  is  unsure  exactly  where  he  fits  in  the 
political  arena,  so  he  has  decided  to  work  a  few  years  before 
seeking  a  graduate  degree.  While  further  study  in  his 
majors  sounds  appealing,  he's  also  attracted  to  sociology. 
his  minor. 

"I  felt  like  I  could  go  to  graduate  school  in  three 
different  fields,"  he  says.  "So  I  plan  to  interview  for  jobs 
that  will  direct  me  some  as  far  as  what  I  want  to  do.  I  felt 
like  the  best  thing  for  me  to  do  would  be  to  take  some  time 
and  really  consider  and  make  sure  I  was  doing  what  I 
wanted  to  do.  There  are  any  number  of  options  I  had,  so  I 
wasn't  sure  if  I  saw  myself  in  the  future  teaching  or  being 
a  lawyer  or  what." 

A  native  of  Forsyth,  Ga.,  Wallace  probably  feels  pulled 
in  several  directions  because  he  made  great  accomplish- 
ments in  all  three  areas  while  at  PC.  On  Honors  Day,  he  had  the 
unusual  distinction  of  being  named  an  outstanding  senior  in  both 
the  political  science  and  history  departments.  And  earlier  this 
spring,  he  won  first  place  prize  for  a  sociology  paper  on  protest 
movements  which  he  presented  at  the  Carolina  Undergraduate 
Social  Science  Symposium. 

A  regular  Dean's  List  student,  inductee  into  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa  honorary  scholastic  and  leadership  society,  prosecutor  for 
the  Judicial  Council  and  member  of  Theta  Chi  fraternity,  Wallace 
attributes  the  many  opportunities  he  sees  lying  ahead  for  him  to 
the  college. 

"PC  has  challenged  me  academically,"  he  says.  "PC  has 
taught  me  to  think  critically  and  to  analyze.

But  in  the  coming  six  months  —  thanks  to  the  Army's 
delayed  entry  program  that  won't  have  him  reporting  to  Fort  Sam 
Houston.  Texas,  until  Jan.  6  of  next  year  —  Chris  will  have  plenty 
of  moments  to  reflect  on  his  college  days  here. 

And  the  thoughts  will  be  good  ones. 

"As  a  school,  I  think  that  PC  has  done  an  excellent  job  of 
preparing  me,"  he  says.  "The  education  here  couldn't  have  been 
better.  A  lot  of  people  equate  academics  with  education,  and

lie  stood  at  attention,  his  Presbyterian  College  ROTC 
uniform  worn  ever  so  proudly.  The  scene  was  the  Chapman 
Conference  Center  in  Jacobs  Hall  on  the  morning  of  May  6.  and 
Chris  McManus  was  only  minutes  away  from  being  commis- 
sioned a  .second  lieutenant  in  the  U.S.  Army. 

Suddenly,  four  years  of  study  in  biology,  of  all-star  perfor- 
mances on  the  PC  soccer  field,  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  leader-

that's  obviously  an  important  part,  but  I  don't  think  it's  the  main 
part. 

"As  far  as  the  real  world  is  concerned,  an  education  is  about 
getting  to  know  others,  learning  how  to  relate  with  others, 
working  with  them  and  respecting  their  ideas.  I  couldn't  have 
asked  for  a  better  group  than  the  people  here  at  PC  in  that 
regard." 

For  Chris,  the  education  here  has  also  been  one  of  service 
and  making  the  world  better  today  than  it  was  yesterday. 

"PC  has  prepared  me  to  get  involved,"  he  says.  "The  impact 
a  single  individual  makes  may  not  be  as  visible  for  me  as  for,  say, 
the  president  of  the  United  States,  but  there  is  an  impact 
nonetheless  —  if  nothing  else,  you  do  it  out  of  self-pride." 

When  he  came  to  PC  in  the  fall  of  1986,  Chris  had  thoughts 
of  success.  That  has  not  changed  —  but  the  vehicle  for  his 
success  has  been  a  bit  unexpected,  advancing  to  the  rank  of 
ROTC  Cadet  Battalion  Commander. 

"As  far  as  my  military  plans,  yes,  I'm  surprised  —  pleas- 
antly surprised,"  he  says.  "You  become  very  marketable  through 
military  experience  because  your  career  involves  working  with 
people.  The  military  develops  great  management  skills,  so  I  look 
at  my  Army  commitment  as  a  plus,  not  a  burden. 

"In  my  case.  I'll  probably  stay  in  active  duty  for  four  years 
and  then  finish  my  20  years  in  reserve  time.  My  plans  are  to 
retum  to  school  (after  active  duty)  and  get  a  master's  in  hospital 
administration." 

Like  the  standout  soccer  player  that  he  was  at  PC.  Chris 
McManus  won't  sit  back  and  let  life  come  to  him.  Count  on  him 
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to  seek  out  success  actively. 

"I  think  there  is  a  lot  of  potential  out  there,"  he  says.  "You  can 
achieve  anything  if  you  want  to  get  out  there  and  work  hard  for 
it.  It  may  not  come  for  you  as  easy  as  pie.  but  it's  there. 

"In  that  sense.  I  think  the  Army  holds  a  lot  of  opportunity.  I 
attended  PC  on  a  full  (ROTC)  scholarship,  and  I  think  I  got  the 
best  part  of  the  deal.  TTiey  get  an  officer,  but  I  got  a  great 
education  and  a  chance  to  expand  as  a  person.

Although  his  classmates  jokingly  named  him  during  a  senior 
class  entertainment  program  as  "most  likely  to  blow  up  a  lab  in 
medical  school."  Stanley  Ottinger  takes  his  desire  to  become  a 
doctor  very  seriously. 

When  he  first  came  to  PC.  Stanley  started  out  as  a  chemistry- 
major,  unsure  of  what  he 
wanted  to  do  with  his  life. 

But  any  doubts  about  his 
future  intentions  soon 
cleared  away. 

"Both  my  grandmother 
and  sister  were  hospitalized 
during  my  sophomore  year 
for  different  conditions,  and 
it  just  started  me  thinking." 
he  says.  "The  more  I  thought 
about  it,  the  more  I  wanted 
to  become  a  doctor  and  help 
people." 

With  that  desire  came  a 
renewed  commitment  to 
academics  that  led  Stanley 
to  numerous  awards  and 
scholarships. 

"It  has  pretty  much  been 
a  full  ride  here,"  he  says, 

laughing  as  if  a  bit  embarrassed  by  his  achievements.  "I  only  had 
to  borrow  $  1 ,000  for  books  and  expenses  the  whole  time  I  was 
here.  The  rest  was  paid  in  scholarships." 

Stanley  got  public  recognition  for  his  accomplishments  dur- 
ing Honors  Day.  Not  only  did  he  receive  an  Academic  Excel- 
lence Award  given  to  seniors  with  at  least  a  3.6  grade-point  ratio, 
but  he  was  named  the  outstanding  senior  in  the  biology  depart- 
ment. He  also  received  the  Alexander  B.  Stump  Award,  given  to 
students  with  special  promise  in  biology. 

"It  was  embarrassing  because  everyone  on  campus  was  com- 
ing up  and  congratulating  me."  he  says.  "That's  all  I  heard  about 
for  days." 

At  graduation,  his  academic  achievements  once  again  sur- 
faced as  he  received  his  bachelor  of  science  degree  magna  cum 
laude  with  additional  honors  in  biology. 

Not  bad  for  a  guy  who  claims  that  he  struggled  to  make  good 
grades  just  like  his  other  classmates.

"At  PC  I  put  effort  into  everything  I  do,"  he  says.  "You  have 
to.  It  doesn't  come  easily." 

Stanley  was  accepted  to  the  Medical  University  of  South 
Carolina  in  December  and  says  he  will  probably  study  there 
unless  he  gets  better  offers  from  other  schools.  His  reason? 

"I  would  be  in  Charleston  only  two  blocks  from  the  coast," 
jokes  the  York.  S.C.  native.  "That's  rough." 

But  a  more  serious  side  creeps  through. 
"I'm  eager  to  begin  work,  maybe  in  cardiology  or  pediatrics," 
he  says.  "I'm  not  sure  yet,  but  I  really  want  the  exposure  to  other 
doctors  and  hospitals." 

In  addition  to  his  studies.  Stanley  found  time  for  several 
extracurricular  activities.  A  member  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa 
honorary  leadership  and  scholastic  society,  former  president  of 
Sigma  Kappa  .^Ipha  academic  honor  society  and  a  member  of 
Tri-Beta  biology  honor  society,  he  ser\'ed  on  the  Judicial  Council, 
was  active  in  the  American  Institute  of  Biological  Sciences  and 
held  various  offices  in  his  fraternity.  Alpha  Sigma  Phi. 

"PC  has  helped  me  not  only  academically  but  socially,"  he 
says.  "The  atmosphere  is  small  and  you  develop  a  more  personal 
touch,  not  like  at  a  big  school  where  you  stick  to  yourself  Here

It  is  the  week  before  final  exams  and  Julie  Carroll  finds  her 
thoughts  growing  increasingly  bittersweet. 

When  these  exams  are  over,  she  will  have  pushed  her  grade 
point  average  up  to  the  level  of  siimma  cum  laude.  Her  frank 
editorials  as  managing  editor  of  7/;e 
Blue  Stocking  have  established  her 
as  an  individual  sensitive  to  differ- 
ing points  of  view  and  not  afraid  to 
express  them  with  eloquence  and 
straightforwardness.  Her  insights 
have  impressed  professors  and 
politicians  alike  —  whether  during 
an  English  class  on  campus,  during 
a  S.C.  Student  Legislature  program 
or  during  an  internship  on  Capitol 
Hill  in  Washington,  D.C. 

It's  a  long  way  from  the  pep 
rallies  and  Homecoming  dances  that 
were  the  focus  of  this  typical  high 
school  student  from  Clarkston.  Ga. 
Today,  her  transformation  complete.  Julie's  sense  of  achieve- 
ment propels  her  into  a  world  of  possibilities  —  but  she  catches 
herself  spending  more  and  more  time  reflecting  on  what  she 
leaves  behind  as  well. 

"One  thing  I've  really  gotten  out  of  PC  is  the  need  to  give  and 
how  important  it  is  to  give  —  and  I've  really  learned  how  to  give 
of  myself"  she  says.  "That's  really  a  hard  thing  to  do.  I  know  in 
psychology  classes  there  are  certain  stages  of  development,  and 
you  really  have  to  be  in  a  high  stage  in  order  to  give  of  yourself. 
I'm  really  at  that  stage  now,  and  even  though  I  don't  have  a  lot  to

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give  in  terms  of  materials  things  —  I  try  to  give  a  little  bit,  and  I'm 
trying  to  start  now  to  get  into  the  habit. 

"Everyone  has  the  capacity  to  make  adifference,  but  whether 
or  not  they  have  the  will  is  the  big  thing.  A  lot  of  the  editorials  that 
Lisa  (Boyd)  and  I  have  written  since  we've  been  here  have  been 
really  extreme  sometimes,  I  admit,  but  they're  to  shake  people 
and  to  say,  'Get  off  yourself.  There  are  more  people  out  there 
besides  yourself.  There  are  more  important  things  out  there 
besides  yourself. "  It  would  be  hypocritical  for  me  to  say 
that  without  realizing  that  I  was  in  that  same  boat  in 
high  school  where  1  was  really  caught  up  in  peer 
pressure  to  conform.  But  when  I  came  to  college.  I 
opened  myself  up  and  I  learned  immensely  from  it. 

"I've  changed  so  much  from  high  school."  she 
says.  "I'm  a  much  more  serious  person.  I  "m  much  more 
motivated  now. 

"Working  hard  has  always  been  a  part  of  my 
personality  —  wanting  to  get  a  lot  out  of  life.  But 
knowing  how  to  do  it  and  knowing  that  I  could  do  it 
didn't  take  form  until  I  got  to  college,  and  that's  so 
much  related  to  the  friends  I  made  here  and  the  professors 
who  have  given  me  the  type  of  support  that  1  just  can't 
measure.  Anytime  I  had  a  new  idea  1  would  throw  it  out 
to  Dr.  (Terry)  Barr  or  Dr.  (Dave I  Gillespie.  My  expe- 
riences at  PC  will  be  remembered  in  Dr.  Barr's  office 
or  in  Dr.  Gillespie's  office  and  them  talking  to  me  about 
some  of  my  ideas  and  encouraging  me  and  writing  me 
letters." 

She  leaves  PC  with  a  double  major  in  English  and 
political  science  —  and  with  several  options  to  pursue, 
ranging  from  a  career  in  the  newspaper  or  magazine 
field  to  graduate  school.  She's  been  selected  to  attend 
a  media  workshop  in  Los  Angeles  in  July  and  she 
knows  that  there  will  be  some  further  classroom  study 
in  her  future. 

"I  don't  know  if  you  can  ever  be  completely  ready, 
but  yes,  especially  in  terms  of  education  I  feel  very 
ready,  very  capable,"  she  says.  Fachon 

"I'm  anxious  about  graduating  because  I  don't 
have  any  certainties  about  a  job.  but  there  are  so  many  things  I 
want  to  do  this  summer  while  I  have  a  chance.

JPanchon  Glover  beamed  as  she  pinned  a  ribbon  on  the 
handicapped  boy,  one  of  hundreds  of  athletes  gathered  at  Presby- 
terian College  for  the  annual  Special  Olympics. 

The  boy  had  come  in  last  in  the  race,  but  it  didn't  matter.  As 
with  many  of  the  athletes  there,  just  being  able  to  run  once  around 
the  track  was  a  major  accomplishment.  For  that  reason,  the 


Special  Olympics  ceremony  committee — which  Fanchon  chaired 
for  three  years  —  gave  awards  to  all  athletes  no  matter  how  they 
fared  in  the  competition. 

The  smiles  on  those  childrens'  faces  as  they  eagerly  stepped 
up  for  their  ribbon  is  a  memory  which  will  always  stay  with  her. 
"It's  a  good  feeling  knowing  you're  helping  make  someone's 
day  without  asking  for  anything  in  return,"  she  says.  "Special 
Olympics  taught  me  to  be  thankful  for  everything  and  not  take 
anything  for  granted." 

Perhaps  seeing  those 
handicapped  boys  and 
girls  struggle  for  victory 
reminds  Fanchon  of  ob- 
stacles she  has  overcome 
in  her  own  life. 

"I  think  sometimes 
you  have  to  go  through 
stumbling  blocks  to  do 
well,"  she  says.  "You 
grow  more  as  a  person  to 
overcome  obstacles  you 
have  to  face.  For  me,  it 
was  growing  up  in  a 
single-parent  family,  be- 
ing raised  by  my  mother. 
You  become  independent 
when  you  have  to  do  a  lot 
of  the  work.  You  become 
strong  from  that." 

Fanchon  volunteered 
for  Special  Olympics 
during  all  four  years  at 
the  college.  As  a  fresh- 
man she  worked  as  a 
"hugger,"  guiding  chil- 
dren to  their  seats  in  Bai- 
ley Stadium,  leading  them 
to  the  track  and  hugging 
them  after  they  finished 
their  event.  The  next  three  years  she  served  as  one  of  the  Special 
Olympics  overall  coordinators  and  committee  chairmen. 

Although  Special  Olympics  was  her  favorite  Student  Volun- 
teer Services  activity,  her  work  didn't  stop  there.  For  several 
years  she  coordinated  a  tutor  program  at  Joanna  Elementary 
School,  securing  other  volunteers  to  help  students  with  basic 
reading  and  writing  skills.  She  also  was  a  founder  and  later 
director  of  the  Student  Fellowship  Choir,  anew  PC  gospel  group 
which  gives  free  concerts  for  churches  and  various  community 
groups.  And  as  a  member  of  the  Minority  Student  Union,  she 
served  as  emcee  for  annual  Black  History  Month  programs. 

In  recognition  of  the  many  hours  Fanchon  had  put  in  at  the 
Student  Volunteer  Services  office,  PC  Chaplain  Greg  Henley 
approached  her  about  working  as  an  intern  in  his  office  for  a  year 
after  graduation,  beginning  July  1 .  She  quickly  accepted,  excited 
about  the  thought  of  working  full-time  with  SVS  and  various 
campus  religious  groups. 

A  sociology  major,  Fanchonhopes  the  job  will  provide  a  good 
background  for  the  field  she  eventually  hopes  to  enter —  social 
work. 

"At  first  I  wanted  to  teach  elementary  school,  but  now  it's 
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social  work  because  I  enjoy  helping  people  and  doing  anything 
that's  people-oriented."  she  says. 

While  she  is  quick  to  volunteer  for  whatever  activity  comes 
her  way.  she  acknowledges  that  she  may  be  the  exception  rather 
than  the  rule  for  a  generation  which  is  often  criticized  for  being 
selfish. 

Still,  she  remains  hopeful  for  the  years  ahead. 
"I'm  optimistic  about  the  future."  she  says.  "Our  generation  is 
learning  that  we're  going  to  have  to  be  the  leaders  of  tomorrow. 
Despite  criticism  of  people  my  age.  I  think  the  good  is  going  to 
shine  through." 

Besides  working  with  volunteer  organizations.  Fanchon  kept 
statistics  for  the  women's  basketball  and  volleyball  teams  under 
a  work-study  scholarship.  She  was  a  regular  at  most  athletic 
events,  opening  many  games  with  her  rendition  of  the  national 
anthem.  Her  other  activities  include  serving  two  years  on  the 
Student  Admissions  Advisory  Council  and  for  a  year  on  the 
Judicial  Council,  which  she  says  added  to  her  sense  of  respon- 
sibility. 

Even  though  Fanchon's  hometown  of  Greenwood,  S.C..  is 
only  30  miles  from  Clinton,  she  never  heard  of  PC  until  partici- 
pating in  a  high  school  ritle  team  match  being  held  at  the  college. 
But  like  many  students  who  wind  up  at  PC.  she  took  one  look 
around  campus  and  decided  it  was  the  place  for  her. 

That  feeling  has  never  changed. 

"Being  at  PC  has  made  me  feel  like  a  well-rounded  student, 
not  just  academically  but  personally,"  she  says.  "A  big  plus  is  the 
one-on-one  interaction.  I  really  feel  at  home."  —  STACIA

When  Chuck  Pritchett  first  set  foot  on  the  Presbyterian 
College  campus,  basketball  was  all  the  blond-haired,  blue-eyed 
athlete  had  on  his  mind. 

Making  good  grades  would  appear  somewhere  on  his  list  of 
things  to  do,  but  wasn't  anywhere  near  the  top. 

One  good  look  around,  however,  and  his  philosophy  quickly 
changed. 

"When  I  came  here  it  was  to  play  basketball,  and  then  the  first 
thing  I  noticed  was  that  students  were  much  more  concerned  with 
academics.  That  really  motivated  me,"  says  Chuck,  who  plans  to 
start  work  toward  an  M.B.A.  degree  this  fall.  "I  think  I  was  a  little 
bit  afraid  when  I  first  got  here  of  not  being  able  to  make  it 
academically,  so  I  had  to  study  and  work  hard.  Once  I  did  pretty 
well  that  first  .semester,  I  just  continued." 

A  business  administration  major.  Chuck  surprised  himself 
during  his  four  years  at  PC  by  earning  as  much  or  even  more 
recognition  for  his  academic  ability  than  for  his  work  on  the 
court. 

Among  his  more  notable  achievements,  he  was  named  to  the 
NAIA  men's  basketball  scholar-athlete  team  for  the  1989-90 
year  as  one  of  two  players  selected  from  District  6  and  the  only 
one  chosen  from  the  South  Atlantic  Conference.  During  Honors 
Day.  Chuck  not  only  walked  away  with  an  Academic  Excellence 
Award  given  to  seniors  with  an  overall  grade-point  average  of  3.6

or  better,  but  he  received  the  Joseph  Graham  Miller  scholastic- 
achievement  award.  That  honor  goes  to  the  athlete  with  the 
highest  average  for  the  preceding  four  semesters  who  has  lettered 

in  a  varsity  sport  for  two 
successive  years. 

During  this  past  year, 
the  Charlotte,  N.C,  na- 
tive served  as  co-captain 
and  starting  point  guard 
for  the  Blue  Hose  team 
that  posted  the  school's 
eighth  consecutive 
winning  season.  He 
finished  the  year  aver- 
aging 7.7  points  per 
game  and  led  the  team 
in  assists  with  97.  a  3.2 
per  game  average. 

Obviously,  combin- 
ing academics  and  ath- 
letics was  not  one  of 
Chuck  Pritchett  "s  prob- 
lems. 
"It's  easy  at  PC  because  academics  are  so  much  more  stressed 
than  athletics."  he  says.  "It  helps  to  know  that  athletics  manage 
your  time." 

Chuck's  only  regret  was  that  his  rigorous  schedule  never 
allowed  him  to  join  campus  clubs  or  participate  in  anything 
except  an  occasional  intramural  Softball  game.  But  with  what  he 
perceives  as  the  harsh  economic  realities  facing  today's  generation, 
he  believes  sacrificing  his  extracurricular  activities  for  good 
grades  was  well  worth  it. 

"I  think  it's  getting  much  more  competitive  and  tougher  now 
to  get  a  job  and  even  now  education  is  even  more  of  a  requirement 
to  succeed,"  he  says. 

While  he  strongly  believes  that  a  good  education  is  the  key  to 
success,  he  also  thinks  a  person  needs  confidence  and  good 
communication  skills  to  make  it  in  the  real  world.  Those  skills 
were  not  as  easy  to  come  by  for  the  6-foot- 1 ,  1 80-pound  athlete 
who  was  described  as  shy  by  his  classmates  and  as  "disciplined" 
and  "reserved"  on  a  "Men  of  Presbyterian  College"  calendar. 

"PC  has  given  me  a  lot  of  confidence  in  myself  that  I  don't 
think  I  had  when  I  came  here."  he  says.  "The  success  I've  had  here 
has  given  me  a  lot  of  confidence.  Before  I  got  here  I  never  had 
any  ambition  to  further  my  education  or  get  my  M.B.A.  or 
anything.  It  has  helped  bring  me  out  and  given  me  even  more 
drive  and  ambition."

Jvaren  Rayfield  wrinkles  her  brow  and  sets  her  jaw  —  sure 
signs  that  the  question  at  hand  has  her  just  a  little  bit  stumped.  But 
then  comes  that  infectious  laugh,  indicating  that  everything  will 
be  just  fine. 

That's  the  legacy  of  Karen  Rayfield 's  four  years  at  PC.  A 
Quattlebaum  Scholar  from  Charlotte,  N.C,  Karen  is  the  first  to 
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admit  that  she  has  routinely  found  innovative  solutions  to  un- 
usual dilemmas.  And  this  particular  question  —  what  does  a 
college  graduate  do  with  a 
double  major  in  biology  and 
fine  arts  —  will  be  no  differ- 
ent. 

"With  both  my  majors, 
I  thought,  how  in  the  world 
am  I  ever  going  to  combine 
them?  And  then  1  thought  — 
public  television.  Eventually 
I  would  love  to  get  into  sci- 
entific programming.  But 
they're  not  going  to  want  a 
programmer  who  doesn't 
know  absolutely  anything 
about  making  something,  so 
I  decided  TV  production  is 
the  best  way  to  do  it.  And 
see,  it's  going  to  be  a  lot 
harder  for  me  because  there 

are  people  coming  out  who  have  had  internships  and  that  type  of 
thing,"  she  says. 

"I  haven't  because  I've  been  here  and  1  went  to  London  for 
a  semester.  I've  spread  myself  out  really  thin.  In  a  way  that's  to 
my  disadvantage,  but  in  a  way  it's  to  my  advantage  because  I  feel 
like  I  know  so  much  more  about  so  many  different  things." 

Her  four  years  at  PC  have,  indeed,  taken  her  to  extremes  — 
from  the  biology  labs  in  Richardson  Hall  to  the  arts  and  entertain- 
ment pages  as  a  writer  for  The  Blue  Stocking  to  the  director's 
chair  in  the  PC  Players'  final  production  of  the  year,  "The  Love 
Talker." 

Such  diversity  leaves  her  with  a  paradox  of  sorts.

"1  really  have  mixed  emotions  because  my  path  is  not  as  set 
as  many  of  the  other  people  in  this  graduating  class.  Right  now 
I'm  looking  into  getting  into  television  production  but  without  a 
broadcast  journalism  major,  it's  very  difficult.  Right  now  1  have 
an  interview  with  this  station  in  Macon,  Ga.  The  station  manager 
has  already  told  me  that  there  aren't  any  positions  open  right  now 

—  but  my  hope  is  that  Lll  impress  them,  because  it  turns  over  so 
fast  at  the  station  that  eventually  my  name  might  come  up.  But  it 
is  more  difficult  because  1  would  have  to  be  completely  trained 
with  camera  work  and  editing  and  everything. 

"If  nothing  comes  through  with  that,"  she  says,  "1  already 
have  volunteer  work  set  up  with  a  public  television  station  in 
Charlotte  where  I  would  learn  the  camera  and,  hopefully,  editing 
and  all  the  rest.  1  would  be  doing  it  while  waiting  tables  at  night 
and  trying  to  get  into  the  business  that  way  —  and  I  know  it's 
going  to  be  tough.  It's  not  going  to  be  easy. 

"I'm  an  optimistic  person,  but  I  tell  you.  I've  never  been 
tested  as  much  as  I've  been  tested  in  the  past  two  months.  The 
uncertainty  of  actually  sitting  in  your  room  and  not  knowing  in 
30  days  what  city  you're  going  to  be  in  ...  Am  I  going  to  be  in 
Atlanta?  Am  I  going  to  be  in  Charlotte?  It's  very  difficult. 
Optimistic?  Yes.  Nervous?  Yes!" 

But  as  she  had  done  time  and  again  when  faced  with  such 
decisions,  Karen  Rayfield  maintains  a  confidence  grounded  in 
reality. 

"I  feel  that  1  could  do  just  about  anything  out  there,"  she  says. 
"I  feel  that  1  learn  fast  enough  to  be  trained  in  absolutely  anything 
1  set  my  mind  to  do.  Now  whether  those  doors  will  open  or  not  is 
not  always  up  to  me,  so  graduate  school  in  media  arts  will  be  a 
choice  for  me  —  but  financially  that's  going  to  have  to  wait."

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No  Reasonable  Doubt 

Alumnus  Richard  Bell  returned  to  PC  to  accept  an  honorary  doctorate, 
the  result  of  a  storied  courtroom  career  that  leaves  no  question  about  his  abilities  as 

both  a  prosecutor  and  judge.

hen  pressed.  Georgia  Supreme  Court  Justice  Rich- 
ard Bell  can  easily  cite  a  long  list  of  accomplish- 
ments. 

Chief  among  these  are  a  legal  career  which  has 
spanned  more  than  41  years  and  elections  to  such  key  positions 
as  .solicitor  for  DeKalb's  State  Court,  chief  prosecutor  for  the 
Stone  Mountain  Judicial  Circuit,  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
the  Stone  Mountain  Judicial  Circuit  and  finally,  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Georgia. 

During  that  time,  he  has  been  responsible  for  the  conviction  of 
numerous  murderers,  embezzlers,  thieves  and  even  public  offi- 
cials —  including  a  state  senator,  grand  jury  foreman,  superior 
court  judge,  county  sheriff  and  county  commission  chairman  — 
who  abused  their  powers  of  office. 

As  district  attorney  in  1968,  he  was  credited  with  the  convic- 
tion of  Gary  Steven  Krist  in  a  case  that  made  national  headlines. 
A  marine  biologist,  Krist  kidnapped  Florida  heiress  Barbara  Jane 
Mackle  and  buried  her  alive  in  a  coffin-like  box  complete  with 
food  and  an  air  hose.  After  a  two-week  trial.  Krist  was  found 


guilty  of  kidnapping  for  ransom  and  received  a  life  prison 
sentence. 

On  the  bench.  Bell  attracted  attention  presiding  over  the  case 
of  state  representative  Hosea  Williams,  a  civil  rights  leader, 
jailed  in  connection  with  charges  of  leaving  the  scene  of  an 
accident.  And  as  superior  court  judge.  Bell  wrote  an  opinion 
which  upheld  the  conviction  of  Wayne  Williams,  the  accused 
Atlanta  child  murderer. 

Throughout  the  years.  BelTs  colleagues  have  cited  him  for  his 
strong  integrity,  good  judgment  and  .sense  of  fairness.  And 
although  reporters  have  repeatedly  tried  their  best  to  unearth 
some  dirt  on  him  throughout  the  years.  Bell  says  they  are  at  a  loss. 
"In  40  years  Fve  never  had  a  story  of  criticism."  he  said. 
"They've  tried  everything  to  find  something  on  me  —  even 
talked  with  some  of  my  friends  and  colleagues  from  way  back  — 
but  I  just  don't  have  anything  for  them  out  there." 

But  while  Bell  is  hesitant  and  even  tired  of  talking  about  his 
professional  life  ("It's  all  been  written  about  before."  he  says), 
there  is  one  piece  of  information  he  doesn't  mind  stating.  In  fact, 
it  s  one  of  the  first  things  he's  likely  to  tell  you  when  talking  about 
one  of  his  favorite  subjects:  Presbyterian  College. 
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"I've  been  to  every  Homecoming  except  in  1946  and  only 
missed  it  because  of  an  excursion  we  took  to  Hong  Kong.""  he 
said.  "Obviously  we  (he  and  his  family)  love  it."" 

PC  has  honored  Bell  twice  for  his  accomplishments  in  the 
legal  field  and  for  the  prestige  he  has  garnered  on  the  college.  In 
1983  PC  awarded  him  its  highest  alumni  award,  the  Gold  P.  And 
during  this  spring"s  Commencement.  Bell  received  an  honorary 
doctor  of  laws  degree. 

Bell  arrived  at  Presbyterian  College  in  1939  "as  a  135-pound 
scared  boy  from  Georgia,"'  he  said. 

Tuition  then  was  $400  a  year,  which  he 
paid  through  an  athletic  scholarship.  $15 
yearly  grant  and  $100  foundation  loan. 

Until  injuries  set  in.  he  played  basket- 
ball, baseball,  track  and  football.  In  1942  he 
even  won  the  state  Golden  Gloves  boxing 
championship  in  the  lightweight  division. 
"I  came  here  to  play  ball.  I  didn"t  come 
here  to  study.""  Bell  joked.  '"Classes  came 
second,  but  I'm  glad  I  did  well  enough  to 
earn  a  degree." 

In  recalling  his  PC  days,  the  knitted 
brow  on  the  rough-featured  70-year-old 
justice  relaxes  and  his  dark  eyes  soften. 

"We  would  have  the  most  wonderful 
dances  with  the  prettiest  girls  bused  in."  he 
said.  "We  would  jitterbug  all  night."" 

Bell  was  bom  in  Iva,  S.C.,  the  son  of  a 
cotton  farmer  and  teacher  who  bought  a 
farm  in  Anderson  County.  But  after  the  boll 
weevil  destroyed  the  crops,  the  family  moved 
to  Decatur.  Ga..  where  BelTs  father  even- 
tually became  a  bailiff  at  the  DeKalb  County 
Courthouse. 

Upon  earning  his  bachelor  of  science 
degree  in  economics  and  business  adminis- 
tration from  PC.  Bell  went  into  the  U.S. 
Army  and  served  three  years  in  the  Pacific 
Theater,  ending  World  War  II  as  a  decorated 
captain  in  the  infantry.  He  retired  from  the  Army  as  a  lieutenant 
colonel  after  20  more  years  of  reserve  duty. 

After  returning  from  active  service.  Bell  attended  Emory 
University  on  the  GI  bill  and  earned  his  law  degree.  He  hung  out 
a  shingle  on  the  Decatur  square  and  conducted  his  solo  practice 
for  six  years.  In  1950  he  was  elected  to  a  term  in  the  state  House 
of  Representatives.  And  in  1954,  he  was  elected  solicitor  for 
DeKalb"s  State  Court.  Two  years  later  he  was  elected  the  district 
attorney  for  the  Stone  Mountain  Judicial  Circuit,  a  position  to 
which  he  was  re-elected  four  times. 

As  district  attorney  Bell's  competitive  nature  kept  him  work- 
ing hard  to  convict  a  variety  of  criminals  —  from  backwoods 
moonshiners  to  embezzlers  to  hard-core  murderers.  One  of  his 
favorite  cases  involves  a  female  bookkeeper  who  was  caught  for 
stealing  about  $400  a  day  from  her  employers  at  a  medical  clinic 
while  living  lavishing  with  the  funds. 

"This  woman  had  about  30  aliases  and  was  wanted  all  over  the 
world."  he  said.  "The  doctors  were  the  pillars  of  their  community 
and  were  very  embarrassed  about  the  whole  thing,  but  she  took 
around  $187,000  in  two  years."

Bell  became  president  of  the  Georgia  District  Attorneys  Asso- 
ciation and  a  director  of  the  National  District  Attorneys  Associa- 
tion. He  resigned  in  1976  to  accept  a  position  as  executive 
director  of  the  State  Bar  of  Georgia.  Four  years  later,  he  stepped 
down  and  mounted  a  successful  campaign  for  a  seat  on  DeKalb's 
Superior  Court. 

TTiere,  he  earned  a  reputation  as  a  hard-driven,  no-nonsense 
kind  of  judge  who  didn't  mind  working  well  into  the  night  to 
finish  a  trial.  But  after  he  hung  up  his  robe  at  the  end  of  each  day, 
he  left  his  work  at  the  office. 

"I  sleep  well  by  my  work."  he  said. 
■"You  decide  who  wins  and  let  the  chips 
fall,  like  throwing  bags  of  salt.  You  have  to 
trust  your  judgment  and  experience  to  help 
you  make  the  right  decision.  Lots  of  times 
it's  an  open-and-shut  case  to  a  horrible 
crime." 

In  1982,  Bell  was  elected  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Georgia.  In  the  wide- 
open  race  crowded  with  a  field  of  candi- 
dates, he  emerged  the  clear  winner,  carry- 
ing 144  of  Georgia's  159  counties.  He  was 
re-elected  in  1 988  to  another  six-year  term. 
As  a  Supreme  Court  judge.  Bell  works 
with  the  six  other  justices  in  reviewing 
appeals  and  going  over  technicalities, 
making  sure  trials  have  been  carried  out  to 
the  letter  of  the  law.  He  drew  some  of  his 
biggest  media  attention  in  1983  when  he 
wrote  the  majority  opinion  for  Williams  V. 
State  which  upheld  a  Fulton  County  jury 's 
conviction  of  Wayne  Williams  for  the 
murder  of  two  young  men.  The  appeal 
focused  on  the  prosecution's  use  of  fiber 
evidence  which  tied  Williams  to  the  vic- 
tims. 

"I  guess  you  could  say  I  was  the  one 
responsible  for  getting  him  ultimately 
convicted.""  Bell  said. 
Like  many  of  the  judges  he  works  with.  Bell  is  conservative 
by  nature,  an  admitted  advocate  of  capital  punishment. 

"The  reputation  is  that  I'm  tough.  My  children  even  think  Fm 
mean."  he  said,  glancing  playfully  toward  his  son  Rick,  who 
attended  the  Commencement  ceremonies  along  with  members  of 
Bell's  large  family.  "But  I'm  mellowing  out." 

Rick  is  the  second  of  Bell's  children  to  graduate  from  Presby- 
terian College.  He  earned  his  degree  magna  cum  laude  in  1977 
and  now  works  as  a  corporation  attorney  for  BellSouth.  His  wife, 
the  former  Mamie  Jennings  '80.  also  graduated  from  PC  and 
works  as  a  medical  librarian.  Bell's  daughter.  Jane,  received  her 
B.S.  from  PC  in  1981.  as  did  her  husband.  Bruce  OIlis  '80. 

Bell  and  his  wife  Naomi,  who  live  in  Stone  Mountain,  have 
two  other  daughters,  Carol  Ann  and  Jean,  and  several  grand- 
children. 

Although  Bell  can  work  until  he's  75  under  the  state's  man- 
datory retirement  law.  he  said  he  will  probably  serve  two  more 
years  before  hanging  up  his  robe  one  last  time. 

"I'm  in  reasonably  good  health  and  it's  a  good  job."  he  said. 
"My  wife  and  I  enjoy  the  social  prestige  that  comes  with  being  a

Biology  professor  discovers  some  'artistic  license'  taken 


Just  when  you  thought  the  controversy 
surrounding  the  new  South  Carolina  li- 
cense plate  was  over,  a  Presbyterian 
College  biology  professor  has  discovered 
a  major  error  with  the  placement  of  the 
leaves  on  the  yellow  jessamine,  the  state 
plant. 

The  leaves  depicted  on  the  plate  ap- 
pear on  a  vine  in  an  alternating  arrange- 
ment, with  one  leaf  trailing  behind  the 
other.  But  according  to  Dr.  Fred  James, 
they  should  have  been  drawn  in  pairs 
directly  opposite  each  other. 

"The  arrangement  of  the  leaves  is 
definitely  off,"  the  botanist  said.  "That's 
a  major  problem.  Anyone  who  knows 
anything  about  the  plants  would  have 
picked  up  on  it  in  a  second." 

Bird  aficionados  have  criticized  the 
plate  for  its  inaccurate  depiction  of  the 
Carolina  Wren,  the  state  bird.  Not  only  is 
the  color  wrong,  but  the  bird's  tail  is 
shown  in  a  horizontal  position  while  the 
true  Carolina  Wren's  tail  is  usually 
standing  straight  up. 

Others  have  criticized  the  shape  of 
the  flower.  But  for  Dr.  James,  the  leaves 
represent  one  of  the  worst  inaccuracies 
of  them  all  —  not  only  for  their  ar- 
rangement, but  because  of  their  width. 
Unlike  the  long  and  slender  leaves  which 
appear  on  the  plate,  real  yellow  jessamine 
leaves  are  shorter,  and  thicker,  especially 
at  the  base  of  the  leaf. 

For  these  reasons.  Dr.  James  is  so 
annoyed  with  the  plate  that  he  is  consid- 
ering buying  a  personalized  tag. 

"If  you  want  the  plate  to  be  just  pretty, 
that's  one  thing.  But  if  that  plate  is  going 
to  represent  what  your  state  stands  for 


and  be  on  your  car  for  at  least  five  years, 
it  should  at  least  be  accurate,"  he  said. 

Bill  Kay,  administrative  services  ad- 
ministrator with  the  Department  of  High- 
ways and  Public  Transportation,  said  that 
artist  Glynn  Keisler  used  professional 
books  to  help  her  with  the  drawings  on 
the  plate.  And  although  he  acknowledges 
criticism  of  the  Carolina  Wren,  he  said  he 
has  not  yet  heard  about  problems  with  the 
yellow  jessamine. 

"The  plate  is  not  intended  to  be  a 
perfect  artist's  drawing  or  something  you 
hang  on  your  wall,"  said  Kay,  who  worked 
with  Ms.  Keisler  in  designing  the  plate.  "I 
feel  we  have  a  very  pretty  plate.  It  may 
not  be  perfect  in  many  respects,  but  I  like 
it." 

The  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles 
has  produced  two  million  of  these  contro- 
versial tags,  Kay  said.  So  for  now,  they 
are  here  to  stay,  at  least  until  1995. 

"If  I  could  change  this  and  get  some- 
thing to  please  everyone  I  would,  but 
we've  got  too  many  made."  he  said. 

Dr.  James  said  members  of  PC's  bi- 
ology department  have  toyed  with  the 
idea  of  making  a  decal  to  put  over  the 
plate  to  correct  errors  in  the  bird  and 
plant.  They  are  most  upset  because  the 
Department  ofMotor  Vehicles  apparently 
didn't  show  the  plate  to  a  scientist  for 
approval  before  it  went  into  mass  pro- 
duction. 

"It's  a  real  shame  that  someone  didn't 
get  the  opportunity  to  check,"  Dr.  James 
said.  "It  just  shows  me  that  the  task  wasn't 
handled  as  professionally  as  it  should 
have  been."

PC's  SIFE  chapter  earns 
top  honors  in  competition 

A  group  of  19  Presbyterian  College  jun- 
iors and  seniors  who  teach  the  local  com- 
munity about  free  enterprise  concluded  the 
1989-90  academic  year  by  capturing  a  re- 
gional award  for  the  third  year  in  a  row  and 
traveling  to  Kansas  City  for  national  compe- 
tition. 

The  PC  chapter  of  Students  in  Free  En- 
terprise, sponsored  by  first-year  faculty 
member  Jerry  Slice,  was  one  of  six  finalists 
selected  for  this  honor  among  24  SIFE  teams 
from  colleges  in  South  Carolina,  Georgia. 
Florida  and  Alabama  which  competed  in  the 
Southeast  Regional  Competition  in  Atlanta. 
For  this  win,  the  team  received  a  trophy  and 
$1,500  check  which  will  help  fund  future 
programs. 

Two  of  the  competition's  10  judges 
gave  the  PC  SIFE  chapter  perfect  scores, 
with  one  judge  even  writing  that  "I  wish  I 
could  hire  your  entire  team  today.  Job  well 
done."  Another  judge  wrote  that  "your  group 
should  start  its  own  business.  Your  skills, 
altitude  and  approach  will  ensure  your  suc- 
cess!" 

Part  of  a  national  program  sponsored  by 
Wal-Mart  Stores  Inc.  and  other  companies, 
SIFE's  aim  is  to  teach  college  communities 
about  economics  and  such  issues  as  the 
federal  deficit,  taxes,  investment  opportu- 


nities and  budgeting.  Approximately  200 
SIFE  chapters  exist  nationwide  with  160 
teams  involved  in  competition. 

Among  its  numerous  projects  this  year, 
the  PC  SIFE  chapter  held  budget  seminars 
for  the  community,  sponsored  a  "Halt  the 
Deficit"  program  for  students  and  distrib- 
uted packages  on  personal  financing  for 
local  businesses  to  give  to  their  employees. 
They  also  conducted  a  survey  for  the  Laurens 
County  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  consumer 
spending  and  another  survey  for  the  South 
Carolina  Chamber  comparing  salaries  of 
chamber  employees. 

SIFE  also  focused  much  of  its  work  in  the 
school  system,  showing  films  on  business  to 
District  56  students,  sponsoring  poster  and 
essay  contests  and  holding  a  simulated  "mini- 
economy"  at  Clinton  Elementary  School 
which  allowed  children  to  earn  play  money 
for  competing  simple  tasks  and  spending  it 
at  various  booths.  The  group  also  co-spon- 
sored speakers  and  tours  of  local  businesses 
along  with  the  Society  for  the  Advancement 
of  Management. 

Student  publications  ranked 
among  best  throughout  state 

The  Presbyterian  College  student  year- 
book and  literary  magazine  were  ranked 
highly  in  the  South  Carolina  Press 
Association's  recent  collegiate  competition. 

The  1989  edition  of  the  PaC  SaC  was 


ranked  first  in  the  best  overall 
category  of  the  yearbook  divi- 
sion, while  the  Figs  &  Thistles 
won  fourth  place  in  the  best 
overall  category  for  literary 
magazines. 

This  makes  the  third  major 
award  for  the  1989  PaC  SaC, 
v\  hich  was  co-edited  by  Hilton 
Graham  of  Winston-Salem, 
N.C.,  and  Stephen  Woods  of 
Clinton.  The  other  two  awards, 
which  includes  a  first-place 
ranking,  were  given  last  fall 
from  the  Columbia  Scholastic 
Press  Association. 

Other  winners  of  the  South 
Carolina  Press  Association 
yearbook  competition  were  the 
University  of  South  Carolina's 
Garnet  and  Black,  which  placed 
second,  followed  by  Converse 
College's  Y's  and  Other  Y's. 

In  the  literary  magazine 
competition,  USC-Columbia 
placed  first  with  Portfolio. 
Second  place  winner  was  USC- 
Aiken  with  Broken  Ink  and 
USC-Sumter  placed  third  with 
Sandhill. 
Ashley  Stratton  of  Charlotte,  N.C.,  who

Music  professor  receives 
S.C.  performance  grant 

The  South  Carolina  Arts  Commission 
has  named  Kathleen  Vandekieft,  assistant 
professor  of  music  at  Presbyterian  College, 
the  state's  Music  Performance  Fellow  for 
the  1990-91  year. 

In  addition  to  receiving  statewide  recog- 
nition, the  highly  prestigious  award  carries  a

"This  award  is  a  big  honor  for  the  recipi- 
ent because  it  is  based  strictly  on  the  person's 
performance.

A  1975  national  winner  of  the  Metro- 
politan Opera  auditions,  she  continues  her 
association  with  the  Met  as  a  performer  and 
audition  judge. 

PC  receives  praise  for  low 
student  loan  default  rate 

Presbyterian  College  has  been  com- 
mended by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Educa- 
tion for  possessing  the  best  student  loan 
default  rate  of  all  four-year  colleges  in  the 
state  of  South  Carolina  for  fiscal  year  1988. 

According  to  figures  received  several 
weeks  ago,  PC  had  a  default  rate  of  0.7 
percent  in  1988.  That  represents  only  one 
borrower  in  default  among  the  148  students 


who  had  outstanding  loans  during  that  fiscal 
year. 

The  list  includes  67  universities,  col- 
leges, junior  colleges,  technical  schools, 
business  colleges  and  specialized  vocational 
training  schools  which  receive  funds  under 
the  Stafford  Loan  (formerly  the  Guaranteed 
Student  Loan)  and  Supplement  Loans  for 
Students  (SLS)  program. 

On  that  list,  only  a  cosmetology  school 


located  in  Orangeburg  posted  a  better  de- 
fault rating  than  PC.  Cheveux  Academy  of 
Cosmetology  had  no  defaults  among  46 
student  loans  in  repayment. 

Other  four-year  colleges  and  universi- 
ties posted  the  following  default  rates: 
Converse.  0.8  percent;  MUSC.  0.9;  Clemson, 
2. 1 ;  The  Citadel.  2.2;  Wofford.  2.6;  Furman. 
2.6:  USC-Columbia,  4.5:  College  of 
Charleston.  5.3;  Winthrop.  5.7;  Newberry. 
6.8;  Lander.  7.0;  Erskine,  8.1;  USC- 
Spartanburg,  10.5;  S.C.  State,  13.1;  Baptist, 
18.1. 

For  fiscal  year  1988.  PC  had  $688,912 
of  student  loans  in  repayment  and  only  one 
student  loan,  worth  $2,684.  in  default.

he  PC 

students  arise 
from  their 
wooden  bunk  beds  at 
the  Honduran 
Christian  Commis- 
sion on  Development 
(CCD)  retreat  center, 
eager  to  begin  work. 

Their  goal  for  the 
day:  to  help  build  a 
road  leading  to  the 
center,  a  40-acre 
model  farm  where  1 3 
students  and  two 
faculty  members 
would  call  home  for 
eight  days  during 
their  March  spring 
break  work  mission 
trip  to  the  poverty- 
striken  country. 

When  the  group 
arrives  at  the  site, 
located  approxi- 
mately 12  miles 
north  of  Tegucigalpa, 
the  Honduran  capital. 
CCD  workers  hand 

out  picks,  shovels  and  machetes  to  use 
in  carving  the  road  out  of  a  side  of  a 
mountain.  The  Americans  quickly 
begin  work,  but  after  a  few  hours  in  the 
hot  sun  —  literally  chipping  away  at 
the  same  piece  of  rock  —  their  enthusi- 
asm turns  into  frustration.  It  will  take 
months  and  maybe  even  years  to  build 
the  road  by  hand  when  a  bulldozer 
could  finish  the  job  in  no  time.  But  like 
so  many  other  modem  necessities,  such 
pieces  of  equipment  just  aren"t  avail- 
able. 

As  disillusionment  sets  in  for  the  PC 
group,  the  natives  continue  undaunted. 
For  many  of  those  peasants,  that  25- 
cents-an-hour  paycheck  will  be  one  of 
the  biggest  they've  seen  in  a  long  time. 

"A  lot  of  our  pictures  show  us  hot

and  dirty,  and  we  worked  very  hard,  but 
they  never  stopped,"  said  rising  junior 
Greg  Tallant  of  Cumming,  Ga.,  sharing  his 
admiration  for  the  Hondurans'  strong 
work  ethic  amid  such  adverse  conditions. 

It  was  just  one  of  many  realizations 
about  life  in  a  poor  country  that  the  PC 
crew  brought  back  to  Clinton. 

This  annual  work  mission,  sponsored 
by  the  chaplain's  office  and  Student 
Volunteer  Services,  provides  an  alterna- 
tive to  traditional  spring  break  activities 
by  allowing  students  to  earn  academic 
credit  while  expanding  their  horizons. 
Past  trips  have  found  students  mostly 
involved  in  hands-on  work  such  as 
staffing  a  soup  kitchen  or  building  houses 
for  poor  families,  but  this  year's  mission 
took  a  different  twist. 


While  students  and  faculty  did 
spend  two  days  building  a  road,  they 
used  the  majority  of  their  time  meeting 
with  officials  of  the  CCD,  a  private 
Christian  organization  dedicated  to 
empowering  Hondurans  to  help 
themselves.  CCD  is  successfully 
educating  Hondurans  about  agriculture, 
farming,  nutrition,  health  and  child  care 
and  family  planning  using  the  retreat 
center  as  a  training  camp. 

For  several  days,  the  PC  crew  sat  in 
on  CCD  workshops  held  in  various 
villages  and  visited  several  churches  to 
study  the  region.  They  were  particu- 
larly interested  in  learning  why  such 
large  gaps  exist  between  the  rich  and 
the  poor. 

What  they  saw  was  eye-opening. 
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Rows  of  crowded  shacks  with  dirt 
floors  and  twine-thatched  roofs  divided 
into  rooms  by  cardboard  refrigerator 
boxes.  Women  washing  laundry  on 
rocks.  Dirty  children  playing  unat- 
tended amid  livestock.  People  walking 
miles  along  dry  dusty  roads,  balancing 
jars  on  their  heads  to  fill  with  water,  a 
precious  commodity  in  this  country 
which  hasn't  had  a  good  rainfall  in 
years. 

With  each  visit,  the  Hondurans 
eagerly  greeted  the  PC  crew,  surpris- 
ingly showing  no  resentment  toward 
the  Americans. 

"They  were  saying  how  we  were  all 
one  in  Christ  instead  of  pointing 
out  our  differences,"  said  Vicky 
Shelton,  a  1 990  graduate  from 
Greenville,  S.C.  "The  trip  affected  me 
spiritually  and  emotionally.  I  was 
thankful  yet  ashamed.  I  saw  how 
arrogant  Americans  can  be.  It  made  me 
want  to  learn  about  other  nations  and 
other  cultures  and  realize  there  is  more 
out  there. 

"I  wish  we  had  the  faith  they  had," 
she  continued. "I  think  they  have  as 
much  faith  as  we  have  material 
possessions  —  and  we  have  as  little 
faith  as  they  have  material  possessions, 
it  seems." 

In  addition  to  traveling  in  rural 
areas,  the  group  went  to  town  meetings 
in  Nacaome,  an  area  close  to  the  border 
of  El  Salvador,  to  a  Honduran  univer- 
sity to  visit  students  and  to  the  capital 
for  some  shopping  and  sightseeing. 

Along  the  way,  the  group  struck  up 
conversations  with  the  natives.  They 
mostly  worked  through  Suzanne 
Corley,  a  May  graduate  fluent  in 
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Spanish.

"Working 

together  we 

built  a

Ed  Sweeny  (a  rising  junior  from 

Greenville,  S.C.)  had  his  guitar  out  and  six 

or  eight  people  working  there  were 

listening.  Then  they  played  the  guitar  for 

us,  so  even  though  we  couldn't  talk  that 

well  with  them,  we  were  having  fun." 
Upon  returning  to  the  retreat  center 

each  day,  the  group  ate  dinner,  usually 

consisting  of  fruit,  com  tortillas,  beans, 

soup  and  bottled  water.  They  later  settled 

in  for  nightly  Bible  study  to  further  reflect 

on  what  they  learned  during  the  day. 

Many  students  also  kept  journals  and 

wrote  poetry. 

"I  found  my.self 
somewhat  inspired  by 
the  religiosity  of  the 
group  members,"  said 
Chuck  McKelvey, 
assistant  professor  of 
sociology,  who 
accompanied  the  group 
along  with  chaplain 
Greg  Henley.  "I  was 
really  struck  by  the 
impact  of  those  daily 
prayers.  It  helped  us 
see  the  dignity  of  the 
poor.  It  helped  us  grasp 
the  humanity  of  the 
people  we  were 
seeing." 

The  trip  also  made

the  group  reflect  on  American  life. 

"It  has  made  me  really  thankful  for 
what  we  have  here,"  said  1990  graduate 
Michelle  Wilson  of  Inman,  S.C. 
"They're  so  appreciative.  It  was  real 
eye-opening  about  our  attitudes.  We're 
so  rush,  rush,  rush  everywhere  we  go. 
Those  people  don't  worry  about  the 
future.  If  they  lived  well  that  day,  they 
were  lucky." 

"I  look  at  things  a  lot  differently 
now,"  Herdklotz  added.  "It's  not  just 
about  little  things  like  thinking  about 
eating  all  my  food  or  leaving  the  water 
on,  but  about  just  realizing  how  much  I 
have,  and  I've  been  trying  to  justify 
that,  and  it  has  been  really  difficult." 

The  students  and  faculty  were  so 
moved  by  their  experiences,  in  fact, 
that  they  left  behind  an  assortment  of 
clothes  as  a  symbol  of  friendship. 

And  for  most  of  the  students  who 
went  on  the  trip,  that's  a  desire  that 
won't  go  away.  A  good  example  is 
1990  graduate  Mary  Margaret  Mont- 
gomery of  Gable,  S.C,  who  one  day 
hopes  to  go  into  the  medical  field  and 
maybe  even  work  in  a  Third  World 
country. 

"It  made  me  question  what  my 
responsibility  was  after  seeing  it  to  try 
to  figure  out  what  I  need  to  do,"  she 
said.

began  searching  for  community  leaders 

who  embodied  the  theme  of  its  "Time  To  Care" 

public  affairs  series,  one  PC  graduate  fit  the  bill 

perfectly. 

Hewlette  Wasson  '38  has  taken  plenty  of  time  to  care  about  others  in 
Laurens  County  over  the  years.  That's  particularly  special  when  one  considers 
that  he  has  been  confined  to  a  wheelchair  since  he  celebrated  his  16th  birthday  in 
1929. 

Wasson  was  interviewed  for  a  special  prime  time  broadcast  on  WSPA-TV 
in  Spartanburg  last  fall.  Reporter  Pamela  Graham  visited  his  law  office  in  Laurens 
in  late  September  as  part  of  an  ongoing  series  of  public  service  spots  focusing  on 
community  servants.  Little  did  she  realize  that  Wasson  would  provide  the  kind  of 
story  that  makes  for  a  10-minute  feature. 

Despite  his  physical  handicap,  Wasson  graduated  as  valedictorian  of  his 
Hickory  Tavern  High  School  class  and  earned  his  history  degree  at  PC.  He  served 
as  probate  judge  of  Laurens  County  for  nearly  40  years. 

But  through  it  all,  he  has  found  time  to  help  others,  especially  in  his  work 
for  vocational  rehabilitation,  whether  it  has  been  serving  on  local  boards,  pushing 
for  state  legislation  or  lending  moral  support  to  individuals  facing  the  struggles 
of  life  with  a  handicap. 

In  1988,  the  South  Carolina  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Center  located 
between  Clinton  and  Laurens  was  dedicated  as  the  Hewlette  Wasson  Building.

General  gets  NATO  post 


fter  33  years  and  17  moves  with  the  U.S.  Army,  Maj.  Gen. 
J'"  Christian  Patte  '56  retired  in  June  1989  with  thoughts  of 
finally  settling  down. 

The  Patte  family  bought  a  condominium  in  Charleston,  S.C. 
but  then  in  October  a  call  came  to  Chris  from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Defense,  urging  him  to  seek  the  position  of  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization  (NATO)  Director  of  Logistics. 

He  decided  to  do  just  that. 

Following  a  series  of  interviews,  he  was  .selected  last  January 
by  the  Departments  of  State  and  Defense  as  the  official  U.S. 
nominee.  As  other  NATO  countries  also  vied  for  the  position,  a 
number  of  interviews  were  held  in  Belgium  —  and  in  April  of  this 
year  Chris  Patte  was  selected  for  the  post.

Dan  Eckstein  '69  and 
Dave  Eckstein  73 

Brothers'  grid  heroics 
remembered  by  writer 


The  following  sports  story,  written  by  John  Grijfin. 
appeared  in  the  Jan.  13  edition  of  The  State  newspaper  in 
Columbia  as  part  of  an  ongoing  "Where  Are  They  Now''" 
series. 

an  and  Dave  Eckstein  were  not  a  likely  pair  to  achieve 
athletic  excellence. 
But  achieve  it  they  did.  taking  turns  leading  Presby- 
terian College's  football  team. 

Dan  came  first.  In  1964,  he  was  clocked  at  9.6  in  the 
100-yard  dash.  His  flashy  running  style  led  Atlanta's  Sylvan 
High  School  to  10-0  season. 

But  when  it  came  college  recruiting  time,  the  big  schools 
ventured  hardly  a  glance.  "The  kid's  just  too  small  to  play  big 
time  college  football."  they  insisted. 

PC  coach  Cally  Gault  didn  't  shy  away.  "I  looked  at  Dan 
Eckstein  and  Dan  was  small  —  about  5-10  and  1 70  pounds," 
Gault  said.  "But  I  also  saw  future  greatness  in  that 
young  man.  Signing  him  to  a  scholarship  was  the 
best  thing  I  ever  did." 

During  his  four  years  at  PC.  Dan  played  both 
ways,  averaging  50  minutes  a  game.  He  broke 
every  school  rushing  and  receiving  record  and  in 
1968  he  was  named  to  the  Associated  Press  Small 
College  All-America  team  and  the  NAIA  All- 
America  team. 

He  was  the  1 968  South  Carolina  Player  of  the 
Year  and  capped  the  year  playing  beside  O.J. 
Simpson, Ted  Kwalick,  Ron  Sellers  and  Bill  Stanfill 
in  the  Coaches  All-America  Bowl. 

Eckstein  was  also  a  leader  off  the  field.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Fellowship  of  Christian 
Athletes  and  spent  his  summers  working  youth 
camps. 

Drafted  by  the  Green  Bay  Packers,  he  said  he  remem- 
bers his  first  scrimmage  and  catching  a  long  pass  from  Bart 
Starr.  Back  in  the  huddle.  Starr  said,  "Nice  catch,  Dan." 

"1  just  stood  there  with  my  mouth  open,"  Eckstein  said. 
"All  I  could  think  was.  Gosh,  the  great  Bart  Starr!  He  called 
me  Dan!  He  knows  my  name!" 

He  was  the  last  player  cut  by  the  Packers  in  1969, 
leading  to  his  well-received  book,  "The  4!st  Packer."  He 
spent  a  year  in  the  Canadian  league  and  time  with  the  Miami 
Dolphins. 

"Football  should  be  played  for  fun,  the  way  it's  played 
in  the  small  colleges,"  Eckstein  says.  "For  example,  just 
before  the  Bronze  Derby  game  (on  Thanksgiving  Day)  in 
1968.  Newberry  announced  that  they  had  this  huge  turkey 
which  would  go  to  the  winner.  As  we  were  lining  up.  we  heard 
the  crowd  roar  and  we  looked  up  and  there,  dressed  in  a  chef's 
tall  white  hat  and  long  apron,  was  our  line  coach,  the  late  Billy 
Tiller.  He  was  running  up  and  down  the  Newberry  sideline 
stalking  that  turkey  with  a  long  fork. 

"I  mean  we  were  just  moments  away  from  kickoff  in  our 
biggest  game  of  the  season  and  there  was  Coach  Tiller  in  a 
chef's  costume  chasing  a  turkey.  Well,  that  episode  just  sort 
of  put  everything  in  perspective  for  me.  It  was  like  Coach 
Tiller  was  telling  us  that  football  is  just  a  game  to  be  played 
and  enjoyed.  When  it  gets  to  be  more  than  that,  then  it's  not 
a  game  anymore." 

After  Dan  departed,  Dave  showed  up  on  the  Clinton 
campus.  It  was  easy  to  tell  them  apart,  though. 

"My  diminutive  stature  was  matched  only  by  my  slow-

ness  of  foot."  Dave  said.  "At 
least  Dan  was  fast,  but  1  ran  the 
100  in  about  1 3  seconds.  I  mean, 
there  were  old  ladies  at  PC  who 
could  beat  me  in  a  da.sh." 

Dave  remembers  his  first 
day  of  practice  at  PC  and  acoach 
telling  him,  "Son.  you're  small 
and  you're  slow.  But  don't 
worry.  You  can  still  serve  as 
manager  of  the  team  and  keep 
your  scholarship." 

That  was  all  the  motivation 
Dave  needed.  "That  really  got  my  goat  and  I  swore  to 
myself  then  and  there  that  1  would  make  that  team  or  die 
trying." 

To  everyone's  surprise,  Dave  did  indeed  make  the 
team. 

"Dave  had  two  things  going  for  him,  things  that 
cannot  be  taught  —  grit  and  determination,"  Gault  said. 
"He  was  probably  the  toughest  boy  I  ever  coached." 

Dave  wore  Dan 's  old  number  40.  and  after  one  game 
in  1 970  Gault  said  he  heard  an  irate  fan  complain.  "Won- 
der why  PC  don't  graduate  that  Eckstein  boy?  He's  been 
whipping  up  on  us  for  the  past  six  years." 

As  a  .senior  in  1972.  Dave  ran  for  1,036  yards,  the 
first  PC  player  to  break  the  1 .000-yard  mark.  He  broke 
Dan's  career  rushing  record  on  the  way  to  being  named 
conference  Player  of  the  Year  and  an  NAIA  All-America. 
And.  like  Dan,  he  was  named  the  South  Carolina  Player  of 
the  Year. 

Following  that  1972  season,  jersey  No.  40  was 
retired  and  a  memorial  award  named  for  Dan  and  Dave's 
father.  Oscar  Eckstein,  was  established  to  be  presented  to 
the  player  demonstrating  the  most  courage  on  and  off  the 
field. 

Today.  Dave  '73.  wife  Gale  '75  and  their  three 
children  live  in  Marietta.  Ga.  Dave  is  an  executive  with 
U.S.  Sprint.  "No  pun  intended."  he  says  with  a  laugh.

Presbyterian  College  lost  two  of  its  most  de- 
voted alumni  this  spring  with  the  deaths  of 
Maj.  Gen.  Ansel  Blakely  Godfrey  '22  and  Emmie 
Young  Godfrey  '22. 

Gen.  Godfrey  died  March  17.  1990.  at  the  age 
of  89.  His  wife  died  April  29.  1 990.  at  the  age  of  88. 

And  they  will  be  sorely  missed. 

"Gen.  and  Mrs.  Godfrey  were  most  dedicated 
supporters  of  PC  for  many  years, "  said  President 
Kenneth  B.  Orr.  "Beginning  with  the  ROTC  program 
and  moving  throughout  the  campus,  this  was  a  place 
near  and  dear  to  both  of  them.  Their  interest  and 
involvement  touched  many  aspects  of  the  college  — 
and  we  will  continue  to  benefit  from  their  devotion 
for  years  to  come." 

Following  his  graduation  from  PC,  Ansel 
Godfrey  was  commissioned  as  a  second  lieutenant  of 
Field  Artillery  in  1922.  He  served  as  a  National 
Guard  officer  until  1941,  when  he  entered  active 
federal  service  as  a  lieutenant  colonel.  He  served  in 
England,  Algeria,  Tunisia  and  Italy  from  1941  to 
1945. 

After  World  War  II.  he  returned  to  South 
Carolina  and  the  National  Guard.

Bronze  Service  Stars  for  service  in  the  European 
Theater  of  Operations. 

His  involvement  with  Presbyterian  College 
continued  as  well,  most  notably  as  the  recipient  of  an
